$4,000,000 BET IN NEW YORK

Firm Announces Wager of $40,000 
to $10,000 That Hoover

today that more than $4,000,000 
had been wagered on the outcome 
of the presidential election, with 
the added news that about $6,- 
000,000 will be placed in bets this 
week. The information comes 
from W. L. Darnell & Co., betting 
commissioners, 42 Broadway. ° 

This firm stated that Saturday 
it had placed $40,000 against $10,- 
000 that Hoover would be the next 
President, and that it has $20,000 
still to bet on the result at 3% 
to 1. The report was that Smith 
backers were holding out for 4 to 
1.° Bernard Baruch was, said to 
have bet $25,000 on Smith at the 
latter odds.

14,000,000 Increase Over 
1924 Poll—About 35 
Pct. Women—Nearly 90 
Per Cent of Eligible Vote

With 50 Pct. Before. 


HERE has never been an at- 
T temo: by any governmental 
agency to determine in ad- 
vance the number of persons en- 
titled to participate in a national 
election. The Associated Press, 
through its correspondents, has 
gathered these statistics and here- 
with shows the number eligible to 
vote Nov. 6. The figures are ap- 
proximate because registration has 
not ended in all states. dn many 
cases the registration was deter- 
mined county by county. In cases 
were figures were not obdtainable 
estimates were made by various 
state officials. 
(Copyright, 1928, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Forty- 
three million men and women have 


qualified to participate in the pres- 
idential election Nov. 6. The total 
is an increase of nearly 14,000,000 
over the qwote cast in 1924 and far 


exceéds figures of former years. 

All of those entitled to vote will 
not do so, however, for a study of 
the vote of other elections has 
shown a considerable percentage 
not exercising their privilege. A 
conservative estimate, based on 
other years, would indicate the stay- 
at-home vote at 15 per cent. The 
estimated increase in actual votes 
cast, nevertheless, would be about 
6,500,000 over 1924. This would 
make the estimated vote more than 
35,500,000, compared with 29,091,- 
417 four years ago. 

If the statement of a total pos- 
sible vote be accepted as approxi- 
mately correct and viewed in 
connection with competent esti- 
mates of the. ‘umber of eligible 
voters in theveountry, it "nl be 
seen that this year there m 
nearly 90 per cent of the eligi 
vote cast, instead of the estimate 
of about half in previous elections. 

Registration in Big Cities. 

The registration in seven of the 
largest cities of the country, in- 
cluding St. Louis, follows:

Noted in the 1928 tabulation is 
the great increase in the number 
of qualifying women voters. Po- 
litical leaders and state officials 
generally agree that women will 
hold the balance of power, every 
state having shown a startling jump 
in the registration of women. It has 
been impossible to ascertain the to- 
tal number of women entitled to 
vote, but, based on the known seg- 
regation of registration, it is esti- 
mated that in the larger cities 
women will cast between 35 and 45 
per cent of the total vote. The per- 
centage probahly will be smaller in 
towns and rural sections. 

Estimates of Total Vote. 

William Tyler Page, clerk of the 
House of Representatives, who for 
many years has made a close study 
of election figures, -~-estimates that 
the potential number of voters 
“may not exceed 45,000,000" and 
that the total vote will be about 
38,000,000. In a statement prepared 
for the Associated Press he says: 

“The total number of votes cast 
in 1924 was 29,091,417. The num- 
ber of citizens of voting age in the 
United States, according. to the cen- 
sus of 1920, was 54,421,832. No 
doubt the number today is much 
greater, but this does not deter- 
mine the number of persons en- 
titled to vote. MRegistration and 
other qualifications in the various 
states are prerequisites to voting. 

“The figures showing the total 
number of registered persons in 
the United States hre not available. 
After eliminating all persons 21 
years of age and over,,who are dis- 
qualified for one reason or another, 
the potential number of voters may 
not exceed 45,000,000. 


“There are no bases upon which 
the number can be computed with 
any degree of accuracy. The age 
basis is inaccurate and, in the ab- 
sence of the grand total of regis- 
tered persons, any discrepancy be- 
tween’ the number of those voting 
and those not voting is conjec- 
tural. ‘ 

“Reports throughout the country 
of greatly increased registration in- 

icate a total vote at this year’s 
election of 38,000,000." 

Simon Michelet, president of the 
National Get-out-the-Vote Club of 
Washington, estimates a popular 
poll of 87,000,000. He believes the 
women's votes will be about 4,000,- 
000 more: than in 1924. 

Prohibition, Religion and Radio. 

There are a number of reasons 
for the marked increase in regis- 
tration. The injection of the pro- 


| hibition and religious issues into 


the campaign accounts for a large 
part. The radio undoubtedly has 
also contributed, due to its greatly 
increased use by political orators.

The first trans-Atlantic air line 
stowaway in history is a St. Louis 
boy, Clarence Terhune, 19 year: 
old, who, until three months ago 
lived with his half-sister and 
brother-in-iaw, Mr. and Mrs. 
George M. Hall, at 2922 North 
Union boulevard. 

Terhune is the son of Charles 
Terhune, a barber, who killed his 
wife and himself at their home, 
1419A Francis street, last july 12. 
At that time the boy was a stow- 
away on a ship in the Pacific. 

He was found upon the Graf 
Zeppelin at § o'clock this morning 
after it had crossed out to sea on 
its flight from Lakehurst, N. J., 
to Friedrichshafen, Germany, ac- 
cording to radio messages. At: 8 
o’clock last night, in the bustle of 
preparation for the departure and 
leave-taking, he boarded the. ship 
through the mail hatch and was 
overlooked. 

This morning young Terhune was 
discovered sitting on a mail bag. 
Capt. Lehmann put him to work in 
the galley washing dishes. 

“The little devil; it’s just like 
him,” Hall exclaimed today when 
he heard about the youth's adven- 
ture. “He’s been doing things like 
that for two years but thfs is the 
biggest job he ever undertook.”’ 

Terhune was born and raised in 
St. Louis, according to Hall, and 
attended the public schools here 
until two years ago, when he was 
seized by the wanderlust and un- 
dertook to hitch-hike to San Fran- 
cisco and back. He spent several 
months on the journey and  be- 
came so deeply imbued with the 
spirit of adventure that he _re- 
mained at his parents’ home only 
for brief periods. 

He roamed from one section of 
the country to another, pursuing 
the oceupation of caddy from time 
to time. ‘ 

Five months ago he = suddenly 
went to the Pacific Coast again 
and at San Francisco slipped into 
a Government cruiser and was car- 
ried to Nome, Alaska, and back. 

He came back to St. Louis three 
months ago, established himself at 
Hall's apartment and after 10 days 
vanished again. * His relatives 
heard no more until they saw the 
newspapers today. Dispatches 
from New York stated that he ha‘ 
been working as a caddy at the 
Rye (N. Y.) Country Club, secretly 
making plans for his trip. 


Known as “St. Louls” at Links 
Where He Was a Caddy. 

RYE, N. Y.. Oct. 29.—Officers 
of the Rye Country Club said to- 
day that the youthful stowaway 
aboard the Graf Zeppelin probably 
was Clarence Terhune. 19-year-old 
caddy, known to his frtends at the 
club as “St. Lauis” because the lad 
said he came from the Missouri 
City. 

“I'll be going away any day 
now,” the caddy was telling his 
friends mysteriously last week. ac- 
cording to Paul Belluscio, one of 
the club's golf professionals. 

“He was just the sort who would 
do that,” said Belluscio. “He left 
here last Friday with about $560 
that he had saved during, the sum-

Four of them will be crowded 
into a space of 48 hours on his fly- 
ing trip back to his California 
home to vote, the fourth of these 
to be delivered at Pueblo, Colo. 
This city was added last night to 
his itinerary, necessitating a com- 
plete change of schedule between 
St. Louis and Palo Alto. 

Instead of striking northwest- 
ward from St. Louis Friday night 
for Nebraska and Wyoming, the 
Republican presidential candidate 
will cross Missouri overnight, then 
pass through Kansas from east to 
west, and then across Colorado and 
go diagonally across Utah to Og- 
den. 

The Pueblo speech will be deliv- 
ered at 7 o'clock Saturday night 
from the platform in the public 
square just outside the railroad 
station and will be broadcast to 
the Mountain States, as it will be 
Hoover’s only address in those 
states. 3 

Will Not Speak on Sunday. 

While the special train will make 
a lb-minute stop at Salt Lake 
City, there will be no speech there 
as the nominee will adhere to his 
rule against political talks on 
Sunday. Senator Reed Smoot 
and other Republican leaders of 
Utah will join him there and con- 


fer with him during the run to 
Ogden. 
* The first address in the final 


drive of the campaign will be made 
in the public square at Cumber- 
land, Md., at 8:25 p. m. Thursday, 
three and a half hours after the 
Republican standard bearer leaves 
Washington.

Zero hour for the ground crew of 
sailors who have been in constant 
attendance on the great ship since 
its arrival from Europe two weeks 
ogo today was first set for 5 p. m., 
and was then advanced to mid- 
night. 

At midnight action followed 
swiftly. The passengers were oOr- 
dered aboard. The ground crew, 
more than 300 sailors trained to 
such events by frequent handling 


of the Los Angeles, marched to 
their posts and grasped the air 
monster, and the huge doors of 
the hangar were opened. 

An officer gave an order. The 
great ship. stirred through’ the 
whole length of 778 feet, its 111 


tons of weight seemed to heave and 
rise. 

The sailors brought the Graf 
Zeppelin out as easily as if it were 
a little blipm such as the two that 
have huddled under the tail of the 
Mavy dirigible Los Angeles since 
the Graf Zeppelin’s arrival. 

At 1:30 the Graft Zeppelin was 
clear of the hangar, and so had 
passed one of the most perilous 
moments of any flight. For one of 
the greatest dangers Is the. possi- 
bility of some gust of wind push- 
ing the ship’against the hangar 
walls and ripping its silver flanks 
against the steel bulkheads. 


Out in the night the Zeppelin 
twisted toward the North and 
moved ponderously, under the 


sailors’ guidance, to a hollow far 
enough from the hangar so that 
there would be no danger of being 
blown against the towering steel 
structure. | 

And then: 

“Weigh ship,’’ 
out. 

The ground crew released its 
hold. The Graf Zeppelin lifted its 
head slowly and then a roar of 
five great engines split the night. 

Propelled by these engines the 
Graf Zeppelin shot upward and 
circled majestically overhead. It 
Swung about the air station and 
then headed eastward.

Durin:; the first hour of flight 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, commander 
of the Graf Zeppelin, dispatched 


three messages of thanks for the 
reception given while in America. 
One was addressed to thé com- 
manding officer here, one to the 
Secretary of the Navy and one to 
President Coolidge. 

Announcement was made tn ad- 
vance that a quantity of freight 
would be shipped on the Zeppelin. 
The cost was $5 a pound, and the 
cargo includes a bale of cotton, 
a bar of copper plates and two 
typewriters. It was stated that the 
merchandise would be auctioned 
and the proceeds distributed to ti.e 
crew. 

32 Bags of Mail. 

Thirty-two bags of mail were 
loaded aboard. The letters and 
postcards had been collected in New 
York, the leters prepaid at the 
rate of $1.05 and the cards at 53 
cents each. They were brought to 
Lakehurst on the regular trains. 

The Zeppelin weighed off just 14 
days after her arrival. It was on 
Oct. 15 that she sailed out of the 
South and cruised along the sea- 
board, making a flight over New 
York before turning about and 
landing at this airport. 

Dr. Eckener gaid soon after he 
arrived he planned to remain in 
America not more than 14 days be- 
cause he feared that a longer stay 
would result in Bad weather for a 
landing on the Other side at the end 
of his return flight. He expects the 
return to take 50 to 60 hours, while 


the east-west flight took 111% 
ours because of heavy storms.

Action Follows Refusal to Ap- 
pear Before Legislative In- 
vestigating Committee.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 29.— 
Frank Hague, Mayor of Jeresy 
City, a vice chairman of the Dem- 
ocraic National Committee and a 
personal friend of Gov. Alfred 
Smith of New York, today was cit- 
ed for contempt in refusing to ap- 
pear before the Case Legislative 
Investigating Committee, which 
has been looking into conditions in 
Hudson County where Hague is a 
political power. 

Assemblyman Barrett, member 
of the committee, moved that 
Hague’s action be placed before 
the bar of the Legislature, which 
reconvenes on Nov. 19. The mo- 
tion was carried by a vote of 4 
to 2, a strictly party vote. 

In a letter read to the commit- 
tee declining to appear, the Mayor 
held himself answerable to the 
committee’s subpena “as well as 


any other individual,” but declared | 


he refused ‘‘to become a victim of 
your present political maneuver- 
ing.” The letter quoted an item 
published in a Newark newspaper, 
in which Senator Clarence E, Case, 
chairman of the committee, said it 
would be “unfair” co call the 
Mayor on the eve of the election. 

“T do not want the impression 
created,” the letter said, *‘that I am 
trying to evade the answering of 
any questions because, after all, 
they can just as well be answered 
after election as they can béfore 
election. 

“If you will now fix ‘the date 
immediately after election I will 
then gladly answer your questions 
as I have been ready to do sincé 
last July.’’ 

The letter recited the fact that 
the committee was created last 
April, and that when Hague was 
subpened on July 16, he was ob- 
liged to wait until 30 minutes be- 
fore adjournment befere being 
called, 

“Since that time,” the Mayor 
wrote, “four and a half months 
has elapsed. It is now evident that 
you delayed calling me until the 
eve of an important election. The 
delay until this later date cannot 
be construed for any other than 
political reasons.”’ 

The Case committee was ap- 
pointed by the 1928 legislature io 
investigate the conduct and opera- 
tion of any department or office 
of State, county or municipal gov- 
ernment. It received the power to 
subpena witnesses or records, The 
membership of the commission is 
overwhelmingly Republican. 

Senator Case and Proserutor 
Charles H. English later in the 
day presented to the Mercer 
County grand jury evdence in con- 
nection with the refusal of Hague 
to appear.

YOUTH ‘DEEPLY SORRY 
FOR HOLDUP MURDERS 


4*lanta Student and Companion 
in Jail After Confessing 
Two Killings. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 29.—Two 
college youths are in jail today, 
with a confession of two killings in 


a series of seven holdups held 
against them. 
George Harsh—‘‘Junie” to his 


fellow students at Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity here—is the author of the 
confession in the hands of police. 
Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Poole 
said it was clearly a case of kill- 
ing for a thrill that money couldn't 
buy. Richard Gray Gallogly also 
is held. He refused to comment on 
his companion’s story that he drove 
the automobile used in the hold- 
ups. The confession said Harsh 
was the killer. 

Willard Smith, a druggist, and E. 
E.. Meek, grocery clerk, were killed 
when they resisted two robbers. 
Both of the killings occurred this 
month during a series of crimes of 
similar, nature, which police had 
attributed to Roy Dickerson, no- 
torious bank robber, who escaped 
recently from prison in Alabama. 
Says He Is “Deeply Sorry.” 

“I am deeply sorry,” Harsh told 
a reporter in a cell as a guard 
stood near. “I know that by my 


actions I have brought upon my- 
self a great calamity, but I have 
no one to blame but myself. I 
know that a confession will not do 
any good to those whose homes 
have been darkened by our acts. 
But I have made a complete con- 
fession and I will stand by it for 
better or for worse.” 

Gallogly is the son of Mrs. 
Worth E. Yankey, Atlanta phy- 
sician’s wife, and Harsh is scion 
of a Milwaukee family whose for- 
tune was accumulated in the shoe 
industry. 

Police first trailed the suspects 
last weekend when, through a 
physician, they obtained informa- 
tion that Harsh had been treated 
at a hospital here fora bullet wound 


in the right hip. A cleaning estab- 
lishment gave them clews to blood- 
Stained trousers in Harsh’s home, 
and his arrest on Oglethorpe cam- 
pus followed immediately. Within 
two hours police had a full con- 
fession. 
Arrested at Football Game. 

Gallogly. was arrested the same 
day at Athens, Ga., where he had 
gone to see a football game. 

The confession was supplemented 
with a statement from J. D. Wright. 
resident manager of a national 
finance corporation, who said as 
a friend of the Harsh ¢amily in 
Milwaukee and here, he had re- 
ceived a confession from young 
Harsh and had aided the youth in 
obtaining hospital treatment for 
a wound inflicted in a holdup. 

Frank B. Anderson, Registrar 
of Oglethorpe, issued a formal 
Statement today declaring that 
Harsh was not a student at the in- 
stitution at the time of his con- 
fessed crimes and that Gallogly 
had been suspended a week after 
he registered on Oct. 10.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—A second 
flight from Germany to America 
with the Graf Zeppelin in the next 
few weeks; a flight around the 
world next spring breaking all ex- 
isting records for encircling the 
globe; an air voyage with passen- 
gers, from Europe to South Amer- 
ica next fall, wnen the gigantic 
Zeppelin hangar in Buenos Aires 
is completed; the building of a new 
and greatly improved Graf Zep- 
pelin in Germany. 

These are the several stages of 
the tentative plans of Dr. Hugo 
Eckener to convince the world 
futher that transoceanic mail and 
passenger traffic by airship, dem- 


ble by the Graf Zeppelin’s flight 
across the Atlantic, has come to 
stay and to be developed. 

Attacked by one section of the 
German press, especially by the 
Socialist and Radical Democratic 
papers, for having sold the news 
monopoly to an American feature 
syndicate, and to two German 
groups in order to finance the first 
flight to America, gibed at by some 
American writers for the same rea- 
son and for not covering a distance 
of 6000 miles in less than 110 
hours, though the Atlantic was 
never before spanned so quickly 
with passengers, Dr. Eckener told 
the writer yesterday before leaving 
New York to Lakehurst that he 
was returning to Friedrichshaf:n 
greatly encouraged by the tremen- 
dous welcome accorded him and his 
ship in the United States, and de- 
termined to go ahead with new 
plans. 

Lunch With Otto Kahn. 


Dr. Eckener left the Warwick 
Hotel, where he has been making 
his headquarters, in the forenoon 
and together with Lady Drum- 
mond-Hay paid a visit to the 
Metro-Goldwyn studios. Then he 
rode to the river where a ‘fast mo- 
tor boat was awaiting him and took 
him to Cold Springs, L. I, where 
he lunched with Otto H. Kahn at 
the latter’s magnificent country 
home. He left at 4 o’clock by mo- 
tor car for Lakehurst, where the 
big silver airship which brought us 
safely from Europe through sun- 
shine and storm, was awaiting his 
command to glide out for the re- 
turn flight with the first favorable 
wind. 

“IT am very happy and greatly 
encouraged by the genuine interest 
evinced and sincere warm welcome 
extended to us here in America,” 
said Dr. Eckner just before he left 
New York. “We shall go ahead 
with our plans to develop the air- 
ship and airship traffic over the 
cceans until both become a per- 
manent branch of modern trans- 
portation.

The flight around the world 
with landings at Tokio, San Diego 
and Lakehurst, if it is decided to 
make it, will not start before the 
beginning of next May. It will, said 
Dr. Eckener, depend mostly upon 
whether sufficient hydrogen and 
Blau gas can be shipped to 
Tokio at not too high a cost. It is 
supposed the Graf Zeppelin can en- 
circle the globe with 15 to 20 pas- 
sengers in 18 to 20 days. The first 
passenger to register for the world 
flight, said Dr. Eckener, is Lady 
Drummond-Hay. “And,” he added, 
“there always will be a place for 
her on any Zeppelin I command.” 
“The Graf Zeppelin has not been 
sold to the Spanish company,” he 
said. “That company had an op- 
tion on the airship for a time, but 
it has expired and we have declined 
to renew that option. A flight to 
South America is not feasible un- 
til the hangar now being built in 
Buenos Aires is completed. That 
will not be before next fall.” 
The Graf Zeppelin’s successful 
flight to America has evoked such 
enthusiasm in Germany that plans 
are already under way to finance 
the building of a new passenger 
Zeppelin which is to be a consid- 
erable advance on the present one. 
It will be about 740 feet long, or 


pelin and about 18 feet thicker. 

Description of New Dirizgible. 

Its engine power is expected to be 
between 4100 and 4500 horsepower, 
which will give a cruising speed «f 
approximately 8&2 to 84 miles an 
hour and 90 miles full speed. It is 
to include a smoking room, passen- 
ger accommodations are to be larg- 
er, and the wireless insfallation 
much more powerful.

ON BOARD THE GRAF ZEP- 
PELIN, BOUND FOR GERMANY, 
Oct. 29 (Dropped from the airship 
just as it left Lakehurst, N. J.).— 
Well, folks, as we used to say out 
at Belmont last summer, “Th>y’re 
off.” 

Just as this is being written, the 
Graf Zeppelin is gently poking its 
silver nose into the moonlight night 
above the Lakehurst naval station 
—going home. 

The purring motors aft—the 
faint cheering of the hundreds or 
sO people who stuck around to see 
the takeoff—the somewhat eerie 
feeling of gently sailing off into the 
velvet night without perceptible 
effort. 

Earth Seems to Fall Away. 
We’re just gliding aloft—no sense 
of motion—rather the dim earth 
seems to be falling away from us. 
The recollection of the requests of 
my friends, the newspaper crowd: 
“Hey, Jack, bring me a quart of 
Pilsener from Germany;” “Remem- 
ber, Jack, you promised to bring 
me a meerschaum pipe from Ham- 
burg, one that holds a pound of 
tobacco;”’ *“‘Don't forget to send me 
that card from Friedrichshafen.” 
And I’ll remember every one of 
those instructions—see if I don't. 
My luggage and. the faithful old 
portable typewriter have been 
stowed away-aboard ship—follow- 
ing a hectic two days. The dash to 
Washington Saturday for the pass- 
ports—the rush to the various Con- 
sulates for the necessary visas— 
hard to prove that you've been 
born in the United States, at least 
to us oldtimers who were born so 
long ago that we antedate the prac- 
tice of issuing birth certificates. 
Hard to prove that we were born at 
all, come to think of it. 


-Dr. Eckener tells me that we 
ought to get back to Germany 
within three days, if the tail winds 
are kind and help kick us along. 
From ‘the looks of the commodious 
cabin with its dining room and the | 
extra-sized staterooms, it dresn't 
look as if it will be a monotonous 
passage. Plenty of rov.n to walk 
about and plenty of odd nvoks and 
cubbyholes to explore. 

Bar on Smoking Aboar.. 

Only one troubple—we i can't 
smoke. I've never tried'to go three 
days without cigarettes. Some of 
the girls in the cigarette ads say 
they smoke the fag each time they 
feel a desire to eat candy coming 
over them—grand thing for the 
girls’ figures, they allege. Per- 
haps I'll try reversing the formula 
—lI’ll eat a piece of candy each 
time the yen fora sinoke crop up. 
If my girlishness is gone by the 
time I get home, we'll blame Dr. 
Eckener. 

If some enterprising cigarette 
manufacturer wants to get a pho- 
tographic shot of a feller really en- 
joying a cigarette, just hae him 
meet me at Friedrichshafen when 
this old sky whale gets there. I'll 
register any amount of footage of a 
hard-boiled cigarette smoker show- 
ing what smoke enjoyment really 
means. 

Funny thing about my takeoff 
on this unusual and spectacular sky 
voyage—it’s wholly without fear 
on my part, no more fearsom: than 
boarding the Leviathan, but a good 
hundred times more exciting. This 
spring I went to the west coast 
with the New York American's air- 
plane. Prior to that time I'd never 
been farther off the earth than the 
top of the Woolvorth Building— 
and it was a sensation. This tire 
the writer feels like a seasoned old 
sky traveler—as much at home up 
here as a cat on a woodshed roof.

— & motion indorsing the candid- 
acy of Gov. Smith for President 
was unanimously passed by 250 
delegates to the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, representing about 
50,000 workers, in an unexpected 
demonstration yesterday afternoon 
at Unity Hall, Grand and Page 
boulevards. 

The motion was presented to the 
meeting by Delegate Sam Snyder, 
Photoengravers’ Union, during a 
reading ‘of indorsements of local 
candidates, following an _ inquiry 
from the floor concerning the sen- 
timent of the Central Trades or- 
ganization with regard to the can- 
didacy of the Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee. 

Snyder explained that the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Centra! 
Trades had been instructed to 
make recommendations covering 
State and city candidates only. He, 
however, offered a motion that 
“the Central Trades and JLabor 
Union formally indorse the candi- 
dacy of Gov. Alfred E. Smith for 
President.”’ 

Smith Praised as os Friend. 

The motion was greeted with one 
of the most enthusiastic demon- 
strations ever held at a Central 
Trades meeting, in the opinion of 
veteran labor leaders... Several 
speakers praised the New York 
Governor as “the friend of labor” 
and, when the motion was put to 
a vote, it was passed unanimously 
amidst a second demonstration. 

A similar motion will be  pre- 
sented at a meeting of the Building 
Trades Council, an organization of 
18,000 union building mechanics, 
next Wednesday night. Maurice 
Cassidy, secretary of the organiza- 
tion, announted today. Many of 
the unions in the Building Trades 
Council have indorsed Gov. Smith’s 
candidacy and, it is desired to add 
the approval of the Council to these 
indorsements.

What Groups Wanted. 

“First, we may note the group 
determined to rewrite the tariff 
laws so as to enable them to draw 
down profits to which they were 
not justly entitled. They wore not 
content with a protective ta-iff, 
merely; they wanted a prohibitive 
tariff. 

“Second, there was the group 
determined to take over valuable 
oil properties reserved for the use 
of the Government in the event of 
war. 

“Third, there was the power 
group determined to take over the 
water power of the country. 

“Fourth, there was the group 
determined to launch the country 
on the building of a big military 
establishment, profitable to them- 
| selves, but heavily burdensome to 
| the country. 
| “No candid man can review the 
record of the past seven and one- 
half years and deny that each and 
every one of those groups got what 
they went after.” 

Dyer on Prohibition. 

Dyer condemned the prohibition 
issue as a false one, and cited fig- 
ures as to the wet and dry support 
in Congress to prove that tue Dem- 
ocrats will not change the prohibi- 
tion law, and that; “if it is ever 
changed, it will be through the Re- 
publicans.” He said as to matters 
affecting the German vote:

interests. Maher, a St. Louis law- 
yer, was not an attorney of record 
in the slot machine case. 


The escrow agreement, placed 
in the hands of Alex Lewis, an em- 
Ploye of the trust company, pro- 
Yided that, “when an injunction is 
Sranted in the Circuit court per- 
taining to the operation of mint- 
vending machines,” Lewis should 
pay Maher $2000 and should re- 
turn the balance of $8000 to Katz 
in Maher’s presence. “In the 
event an injunction is not granted 
by April 10, 1926,” the agreement 
directed Lewis to repay the entire 
$10,000 to Katz on demand. 

On April 1, the day after Judge 
Ittner granted the injunction, Katz 
and Maher called on Lewis, who 
paid Maher $2000 and _ returned 
$8000 to Katz, according to the 
agreement. Maher deposited the 
$2000 to his account at the Lib- 
erty Central. Katz took his $8000 
in the form of a cashier's check, 
which he cashed at the Franklin 
Bank. 

It happened that Maher was one 
of the counsel in the Rutherford 
murder case, the monetary settle- 
ment of which caused a_ grand 
jury inquiry. As part of that in- 
quiry, the bank accounts of Maher 
and others were examined by the 
grand jury, and Maher's $2000 de- 
posit was noted. Lewis, when sum- 
moned bythe grand jury, was re- 
quired to explain the matter, and 
thus the Kratz-Maher deal, hinging 
upon Judge Ittner’s action, becam?2 
known. 


What Became of 58000? 


Explanation was sought of the 
payment of $2000 to Maher, since 
he was not an attorney of record 
in the case.

Republican Ballot. 

A Republican voter, who has 
made a cross-mark in the circle at 
the head of the Republican ticket. 
can vote for the recommended list 
by making cross-marks at the left 
of the three recommended Demo- 
cratic candidates for Circuit Judge, 
Green, Ryan and Sale, and by 
drawing lines through the names 
of the three unrecommended Re- 
publicans, Ittner, Rosecan and 
Bader.

ning of the campaign that Senator George W. Norris 
would set the counfry an example in intellectual hon- 
esty by leaving his party and coming out for Gov. 

That the Nebraskan was capable-of doing this 
was indicated in the Pennsylvania campaign two 
years ago, when he electrified the country by cam- 
paigning in the State for William B. Wilson, the 
Democratic candidate for United States Senator, be- 
cause of the corrupt practices by which William S.

Saturday night. It was an event of tremendous 
significance to American politics, marking per- 
haps the first actual cleavage between the Repub- 
lican Progressives and their party. Mr. Hoover 
made the rupture inevitable in his New York 
speech. He put the Republican Progressives, every 
one of whom stood for the McNary-Haugen bill, and 
every one of whom is against the Power Trust, on 
the side of socialism. That was as plain an invitation 
to get out of the Republican party as the Progres- 
sives could have asked, and their leader has natural- 
ly accepted the challenge. His was an impossible po- 
sition from the time of the acceptance speeches. 
There is not a major cause in the program of pro- 
gressive legislation which Gov. Smith did not favor, 
as there is not a plank in their platform upon which 
. Mr. Hoover would squarely stand. The Republican 
candidate was against them and the Democratic can- 
didate was for them. What could they do? 
Only one thing, of course. It remains to be seen 
how far their defection will influence the election. 
If it is as great as has been expected, Mr. Hoover 
is in serious difficulty in all the progressive states, 
in most of which the polls have shown for some time 
heavy desertions from the Republican party. The 
Norris announcement puts a new face on the situa- 
tion. It adds to the doubtful states Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas and Montana. It possibly makes 
Nebraska doubtful, and there are indications that 
Iowa is equally disaffected. In states like Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Indiana and Oklahoma, there will be 
repercussions not favorable to Hoover. In Tennessee, 
where the Muscle Shoals issue is a factor, it can 
hardly fail to exercise a powerful influence upon the 
voting.

THE NEW PROHIBITION PARTY. 

Senator Borah was thoroughly sweated in his inter- 
view with the press, in yesterday’s Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. He was driven from pillar to post by cita- 
tions touching his former position on Coolidge poli- 
cies and the Hoover program. He admitted that he 
could not support Mr. Hoover on the Power Trust, 
but went farther than Gov. Smith in believing that 
the Government should not only own and control 
the water power sites and plants but should dis- 
tribute electricity to consumers. If, in Mr. Hoover’s 
view, Gov. Smith is going for State Socialism on 
water power, Mr. Borah is beyond redemption. 
The Senator had to admit his excoriation of Mr. 
Hoover with regard to his food administration and 
his alliance with the meat packers in that and in 
his plans to feed the hungry of Europe. He merely 
believed that Mr. Hoover will find some way to re- 
lieve the farmers, and finally declared that prohibi- 
tion was the paramount issue, and that he was sup- 
porting Mr. Hoover on account of prohibition. 
Mr. Hoover and Senator Borah have made the Re- 
publican party the prohibition party. It has super- 
seded the old Prohibition party, and has the active 
and eager support of the Anti-Saloon League, the 


Morals, and all the organizations and individuals de- 
voted to Federal prohibition in its present form. 
Allied with them are the Ku Klux Klan and all the 
religious bigots. Mr. Hoover and his party associates 
depend mainly on these elements to elect him. 

Senator Borah agrees with the Post-Dispatch that 
the prohibition issue is the big issue.

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MR. HOOVER’S IGNORANCE, 


The Manchester (Eng.) Guardian has this to say 
about Mr. Hoover’s position on Musele Shoals: 


He says the main objects of the Muscle Shoals 
plant are the research and development of agri- 
cultural fertilizers. This is a strange statement 
to make of a hydro-electric plant with a capacity 
of 600,000 horsepower, and particularly since the 
cynamid method of fixation of nitrates employed 
there now has been rendered virtually obsolete. 
Mr. Hoover calls this policy that of the Coolidge 
administration, though President Coolidge, in his 
last message to Congress, said that the fertilizer 
process is now out of date and the plant is chief- 
ly useful as a source of electric power. 


This same point was made some time ago in a 
Post-Dispatch editorial quoting Mr. Coolidge and the 
report of the Senate committee. Mr. Hoover’s ideas 
about Muscle Shoals are hopelessly antiquated in 
view of developments in the nitrate industry. Itisa 
curious error for so great an engineer to make, es- 
pecially when he might have saved himself from it 
by the most cursory glance at the record. 

In his New York speech, Mr. Hoover satdt 


It took. Congress six years of constant discus- 
sion to even decide what the method of admin- 
istration of Muscle Shoals should be. 


That is perfectly true. But where was Mr. Hoover 
during those six years of discussion? By his own 
words, he confesses that he has not yet grasped the 
A B C of the Muscle Shoals problem. 
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WHEN WILL TELEVISION ARRIVE? 

What with the rapid development and improve- 
ment of the radio, it is no wonder the public expects 
radio engineers momentarily to produce television 
sets for the home. Indeed, it already is possible for 
persons with mechanical bent to obtain a manu- 
facturer’s television kit, set it up in the home, and 
receive crude pictures transmitted by radio impulse.

In a technical sense, there- 
fore, television is an actuality, but only in a tech- 
nical sense. 

When can the public expect the picturization of

It is significant of the speed with which things 
are done nowadays that Dr. De Forest refers to 10 
years as “a very long way off.” In the meantime, 
the public will follow the work of perfecting this 
new marvel with the greatest of interest.

In his eleventh hour desperation over the defec- 
tion of the farmer vote, under the leadership of 
Senator Norris and other Progressives, Mr. Hoover 
promises to call a special session of Congress, if nec- 
essary, to deal with farm relief legislation.

N a very real sense Senator George W. 


Norris is the successor of the late Robert 
M. La Follette as the leader of the Pro- 
gressive Republicans. In conscience, char- 
acter and, indeed, in popular appeal, ne 
may be no stronger than the younger La 
Follette, but in public life experience he has 
a vast advantage. Like the younger La 
Follette, he has let the months slip by with 
frank enough condemnation of Hoover's 
views, but without saying he was for Smith. 
The hope of the Hoover managers, hardly 
disguised, was that the reticence of Norris 
would continue till after election day. That 
hope is now disappointed. The Nebraska 
Senator says flatly at Portland, Oregon: 


I couldn't reach any other conclusion 
but to support Smith for President. For 

a Progressive there is no other place

Most practical politicians in Nebraska es- 
timate that the personal influence of Mr.

Committee of the St. Louis Safety 
Council, May 18 last, Oliver T. 
Remmers, then chairman of the 
Republican City Committee, 
charged that. traffic cases were 
being “fixed” by politicians in 
Judge Rosecan’s court. This 
charge followed a discussion of the 
increase, apparent then and since, 
of automobile accidents in 1928 
over the 1927 record. The increase 
was declared to be due to less strict 
enforcement of traffic laws. 

Last July, Joseph T. Davis, pres- 
ident of the Safety Council, de- 
nounced Judge Rosecan’s policy of 
paroling speeders, on @& promise to 
stop driving for 30 days, as “an

absolute farce.” In contrast, Da- 
vis praised the record of Judge 
Beck, in Police Court No. 2, as 
“splendid.” It was shown that the 
promises given by drivers to Judge 
Rosecan were not enforceable by 
the police. 

The Citizen’s Law 7nforcement 
Committee of the Safety Council, 
headed by former Circuit Judge J. 
Hugo Grimm, made public its re- 
port Oct. 20. It found that the 
Police Departm: .t performed its 
duty efficiently in traffic cases, 
but that 65 per cent of the con- 
victions in Judge Rosecan’s court 
were followed by paroles and stays 
of execution. “There is a very di- 
rect relation,” the committee 
said. “between strict or lax en- 
forcement of city traffic regulations 
and the number of automobile fa- 
talities.” 

The percentage of stays and pa- 
roles granted by Judge Rosecan, 
the committee showed, was almost 
three times as great in 1928, with 
the primary approaching, as in 
1927. The committee recommend- 
ed that the practice of paroling 
speeders, on their promise not to 
drive for a certain period, be dis- 
continued at once.

Former: Judge Ryan's term of 
service on the bench was from 


1901 to 1907. He is 68 years di4, 
and has been prominent at the bar | 
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and in Irish organizations. For- 
mer Judge Sale is 71, and served 
on the bench first by appointment 
of Gov. Dockery, then was elected 
in 1904, 

Former Judge Green, who is 72, 
was formerly general attorney for 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad. He 
formerly lived in Jefferson County, 
and served from 1890 to 1899 as a 
Circuit Judge in a Southeast Mis.

A police compilation of liquor

Judge Gayer has shared in the 
criticism of too great leniency in 
traffic cases, many 
appealed from the Police Courts 
to his court. The Citizens’ Law 
Enforcement Committee of the 
Safety Council, in its recent re- 
port, recommended that “Judge 
Gayer, who recently announced he 
would assess Workhouse sentences 
against intoxicated drivers, go a 
step farther and assess more s®e- 


vere punishment upon drivers con- 


cicted of careless driving, on ap- 
peal to his court.” 

Judge Gayer’s announcement 
that he would be more severe with 
drunken drivers came after a long 
course of leniency toward them. 
As recently as Sept. 27 he dis- 
charged drivers convicted of speed- 
ing whom Police Judge Beck had 
sentenced to the Workhouse. He 
said Workhouse. sentences in such 
cases were “ridiculous—the most 
foolish thing I heard of,” and that 
Judge Beck was “passing the 
buck” to him, “knowing that I will 
not send anybody to the Work- 
house for speeding.” 

Judge Gayer has dismissed many 
liquor pposecutions, holding raids 
to havé been illegally made. In 
1927, as shown by the recent police 
compilation, he heard 37 cases 
brought under the State liquor law. 
‘He imposed fines of $200 each in 
23 cases, but remitted all these 
fines on payment of costs, except 
$25 in one case. Wis announced 
reason was that the defendants 
Were “poor devils, working for the 
higher-ups.”’ 

Judge Gayer continued to accept 
Louis Rose, professional bondsman, 
on bonds, after the sudges of the 
Circuit Court had refused him.
